The Bill will allow patient access to new therapies without an administrative delay,
and will allow FDA approved marijuana containing medicines to be prescribed, dispended and regulated
like other FDA approved pharmaceuticals.

Dr. Williams advised the Board that SB 199, pertaining to reimbursement rates for primary care providers
is in Committee.
